Haley to North street intersecting between the 
lots of B. A. Anderson and of J. A. Swanson ; Eden Avenue, a short 
street running east and west back of the Catholic Church on each side 
of Pleasant street : Orm^bee Avenue, leading from East street between 
Edmund Ladabouche's house and the house occupied by Geo. H. 
Davis, by the new Hospital to Warner Avenue ; Oak and Birch 
streets, two streets east of the new Hospital and running parallel to 
Ormsbee Avenue, extending from Maple street to Warner Avenue.
